SIGNIFICANCE OF THE  NASS.

Manner and Meaning of This Most Anocient
Form of Worship.

HISTORY OF THE EARLIER CELEBRATIONS,

Pastors in the Drouth Oisteicts
in Dire Distross-Waork of
Locenl Pastors and Theie
Peopie,

The following articlo, the first of a sorios
upon “Tho Mass " has peen poepared espeo-
fally for T'ie Bee by Rev, Patrelek . Me-
Carthy of the Philomena Catholiec eathedreal.

The Catholio church is rich In historieal
intercst. T'rom it sprang all the Christian
denominations and to it the worldl must tirn
when in search of interesting facts concern-
ing the early steugeles with idolatey.

Peoplo who wish to be well ihformed upon
the subject of early Christisnity eannot afford
to negloctn very carcful study of the rites
and coremonies of the Catholie church and
Its many beautiful church services,

Writers o not mgreo, writes the
erend father,  with  regared ()
origin of the word “masa.’ Some say it
comes Trom the Hobrow word moassah, o
debr; others that it is the CGreck myesis,
invitation; otliers that itcomes from an old
word common in northern Europd, mos or
moesse, o feast or banguet, From this word
come the Kopglish words Christinas, Michaol-
mas and many others wddd to describe the
old fensts of the English church betore the
reformation. Many good authorities agreo
that the word mass comes from the custom
that prevailod in the church in the ourly eon-
turies of gismissing the eatechumens, the
Jews, gentiles and strangers before the con-
secention, "These wore pormitted o be pros-
ent il the offertory when a deacon would
ery out: “If a eatechumen be present, let him
go out.,”' The paople were dismissed at tho
end of the service by the deicon singing:
30, tho dismissal is at hand.” The word
dlsmlssal In Latin was “Missa,* ind ns in
the early ages of the church the people
kept ull thele sorvices seoret, they uscd to
say: “Is the Missa said yet 3" that ls to say
Huava the peopls been sent away yet! In time
thay became accustomed to enll the great
sacrifice the “Missa.! Irom this expression
vnme the latin word “missa’ nod the English
Ymass.’* The Gireok fathers of the church
ealled it differently; The Mystagogin, the
Synoxis, the Anaphora, tne Eulogin, the
Hierurgia, the Mysterion, the Deipuon, the
Telcion, the Agathon, the Prosphord and the
Litingra.

In the Catholie ehureh, Latin and Oriental,
the mass is held and belloved to be the con-
tinuation and application in a symbolieal and
mystic mannerof the sacrifice on the oross,

At the present day the mass is cele.
brated. in mine different languages, viz,:
In Latin, Greek, Syrlae, Chaldnle, Selavonie,
Wallachian, Anwenian, Coptie and Etulopic,
Latin s the langunge of the mass ln the en-
tire westund in a fow plaedsin the Sast-and
hins been so without ehange from the be-
ginning of thowestorn churei,

Gireer is the language used in the mnoss by
the Uriat or MNelehite eatholics of the east.
These catholics are o ve found In Syrl, Je-
rusalem, Russia, in the Kingdom of Greecs,
in Italyv, and In  several places of Europe,
They compyrise the Mingrelians, Georglans,
Bulgarians, Muscovites and others, Mass is
said in Syrinoe by the Maromitos of Mount
Lebunon and the Syrian Melehites of the
cast, Itis the lturgienl languige of all the
places where tho liturgy of St James {s used
us Lhe normi.

Chaldiae 15 the language of thoe mass
with thoe Babyvlonlan Catholies, who are
chicfly converts from Nestoranism., Thesoe
people inhabit privcipally Mesopotwmin, Ar-
menin and Kurdistan,

Stlavonie 15 the mass langunge of the
Catholics of Istria, Liburnia sua the codst of
anclent Datmutia.  Ttls the liturgical lan-
gusge of all Inunlon with Rome who belong
to the Sclavonic nation, Wallachian hus
becn inuse 1o the mass by the  Walluchinns
since the soventeenth century,  Armenian s
the liturgleal langusge of all’ who ave called
by that name in the east today, Thev inhabit
ArumquPrn]u-:‘, or the modern Turkomuan,
whoare found also throughout Asia Minor,
Syria, Palestine, Torkey, Georgla, Greece,
Africa, Iuly und Russin, Coptic Is the lan-
gunge used at mass by the Christiuns along
the Nile, Ethlopieis the liturgionl language
of the modern Abyssinians, Noue of these
liturafeal languages s the vernacular of the
people who use it, In overy case the lan-
gusge Is classic or dead, and uniotelligible o
thepeople. It was foond necessary in the
ease of the Coptle Inoguage nsed "in the
liturgy to !prlnt. it in Arabie characters so
that it might be pronounced by the clorey.

A very interesting study Is thatof the
robes or vestments worn by a priest when ho
celebrates musa, They are almost all relies
or reproductions of the apparel In common use
when  Christianity  fivst  appeared in  the
Roman world, Iach vestment alsd conveys
to the devout and instructed Catholic a
meuning and reference to some doetrine or
act in the life of the Savior. Besides the
cassoche the priestin colebrating mass wears
fix vestwents, viz, the amice, the ulb, the
'{nilu, the maniple, thestoleand the chasu-

.

The amice, so-called from the Latin “amie-
ire," to clothe or cover, is o rectanguine picee
of linen about three feot long and two feet
wide, It hus a steing at each of its two
upper eorners, by which to fasten it on the
shouldes of the woarer, In early days the
amice sorved as @ covering for the head and
neck.  In the tenth Christlan century [t
gaye place 1o the ccclesiastienl cap, or
beretta, The mystienl meaning of the ninlce
muy be gathered from the praver which the
priest recites when putting it on.  “Place
upon my head, O Lord! the tnlmut of salva-
tion ‘for repelling the attacks of the lvie
ong,

The sccond vestmentis the alb, so-called
from {ts white color. It is atlossely-fitting
garment of pure linen, entirely onveloping
the body and fastened at the neck by means
of natring. Priests ofthe Latin chureh put
on the alb with the prayer, “Purify me, O
Lord ! and make clean my heart, that washed
in the vlood of the Lamb, I may possess etor-
nal joy." Inthe Russian churchthe prayer
is, “My soul doth miguify the Lunll. Who
clothed me In the garment of salvation,

The cineture is the third vestment. ased. Tt
is of as high antiquity as the alb, which it
always sccompanies, its chlel, in fuct,its only
office, being to keep that garmoent in its pro-
per place on the person of the wearer, The
i:m,\‘cr used in putting it on is, “Gird me, O

LOrd, with the elneture of purity, and extin-
gulsh in my loins the heat of conoupiscen ce,
that the vietie of continence and chastity
miuy abide inme,

The mauiple is the fourth article which
the priest vests himself with, It is o smll
strl l: of precious cloth of the same material
a8 the stole and chasuble, having the orosses
embroldered upon it—one in the middle and
one at each end of its extrenities, Itis
worn over the left wrist, to which it s fast-
encd either by a pin or asteing, Its whole
length is  generally about two feotand its
breadth about four nches. When fustencd
on it nangs equally on both sides, Oviginally
it was intended splely for wiping the perspi-
ration from the face of the wearerand drving
tho hauds so that the saerved vestments might
not be soiled,  In fact, it served In every
way as u handkerchlef, as we sce from what
the ancients have wrtten about it. Thus
Altuin,in the pinth century speass of it
as follows : “The little handkerchiof which
is worn on the left hany, wherowith we wipa
off the molsture of the eves and nose, desig-
nutes the prescuot 1ife, In which we suffer
from superflous humors.” The maniple is
put on with the following prayer, “May I
deserve, O Lordl to bear the maniple of
weaping and sorrow, in order that I may jov-
fully reap the reward of my labors.” ~ The
mystical meaning, then, of the maniple is
that it remiods tho priest of the trigls and
troubles of this life, and the rewnrd that
awiits bim If he bears them in o Christian-
like manuner,

Thestole ranks fifth nmongst tho west-
ments, It isa long band of cloth, of the same
width as the maniple, but about three times
Its length, It is worn aronnd the neck nnd
crossed on the Lreast, in which position it is
kopt by the “clucture” It is universally nd-
mitted that originglly  the  stole
Was very similar to the ach,
and covered tho entire person.
The prayer used In vesting with the stole is
as follows: “Hestore o ma, O Lord! the
stole of immortality which I lost through the
transgression of my first parents, and though
Inpproach unwortliily to celebrate Thy sacred
uu‘hli;m'y. may I merit nevertheless eternal
oy.*

Somo of the
churches in enstorn Nobraska began some
monihs since to provide the means of sup-
port for those pastors whose people are left
destitute by reason of erop faflure.  So long
as the contributions wepre st to the drouth
stricken regions by the churohes and generil
doniations, the pnstors who were to need wore
froo to recoive i veusonable share of the pro
vislons, but sinee the support has begun to
be mostly supplied by the state, the ministors
do not feel like asking for n  por
tion of the assistance thus furnishod,
and many of them are looking full
in the face of actual want, Here seems 1o be
an opportuni:y forsome very practical homoe
misslonary work and cliureh people in east-
ern Nebraskn und in other states whero
there is plonty are begiuving to awaken 1o
the gravity and imporlunce of the situation,
Many of these pastors counld plek up and
leave the conntry unlil the earth again re-
sponds to the toil of the husbandman, but it
would be m very great privation for the peo-
ple who have been left J-‘atilulf_‘ by the drouth
to be deprived of heaving the gospel durving
tho long, gloomy mopths of witit-
ing for Dbotter times, The faithful,
courngeons ministor of the gospel will not
forsake lis people so long ns he onn got o
orist of broad nnd elothing enough to protect
him from tho nipping frosts of winter, The
Muthodist church, which is alwavs pushing
out along the frontier of civilizatian, hns
many ministers in western Nebraska just
now fo great necd of the most ordinary cume-
forts of life, aud aspecial appeal will be made
to many of the churehes in enstern Nebraska
for nssistance which must be supplied very
soon ormany of the pustors on the frontior
will ba obliged to leave their flelds of labor
in order to provide for thomsetves and their
families,
